THEY SHOULD ADVISZ THEIR SISTERS. 


On May 2nd it is proposed that woincn all over the world should 
make a demonstration in favor of the emancipation—as it is called— 
of their sex. It might not be a bad idea if the women of California, 
Washington, Wyoming, Colorado and any other states that have 


given them the ballot were to join in issuing a circular of advice 

to their militant sisters on the best methods of securing the ballot 

which they are so anxious to secure and so indifferent about usin:s. 
In this state the long looked for prize dropped into the laps of 


- the fairer sex with no very great effort, that is very great compared 


with the uproar that their sisters in other lands have seen fit to 
create. It is true of course that for many years the women of Cali- 
fornia, or at least those who claimed to represent them, asked for 
the ballot, but there never was any wild agitation and when it came, 
when the necessary constitutional amendment was adopted the wom- 
en themselves took so little interest in the matter that only about one- 
fifth of them registered, and the number is decreasing instead of 
growing. . 

» We see no reason to believe that the women in other countries 
are essentially different from those in the States which have given 
them the franchise, and when we contemplate how easy the victory 
was won, and how very little interest the visitors. seem to take in 
their success, it is almost impossible to understand the clamor that 
comes across the ocean from England where arson is almost of daily 
occurrence, and riots are, so frequent that no public man dares to 
speak unless guarded by soldiers or policemen. 

We do not believe either that the men of the rest of the world,, 
certainly not of the English speaking world are so different from 
those of this state especially when we realize that the majority of 
the people of this state came from other parts of the world, includ- 
ing other parts of America. If then the women and the men are not 
so different from those who have adopted woman suffrage here, 
what reason therefore in supposing that a different condition would 
confront the friends of suffrage elsewhere if the Californian methods 
were adopted by them in their propoganda in other lands? 

The truth is that to grant the women of England suffrage today 
is almost impossible, though their own fault. If they were to win 
out by the methods they are employing every other group of citizens 
who wanted to accomplish any project, no matter how wild, would 
take up the same methods, the more so that it has been practically de- 
eided that the state will not punish arson, or outrages of any kind 
if committed by women. 

It is the same notion as prevails here: while there is a loud de- 
mand for the equality of the sexes the demand does not include an 
equal punishment for crime; and we are daily favored with the spec- 
tacle of murderesses and other women criminals acquitted even when 
there is not the slightest doubt of their guilt, and when in the case 


of men swift punishment would follow. 


But while there is no equality in punishment in practice yet it 
ean hardly be admitted in theory, and therefore the British Govern- 
ment can not be expected to reward the crimes committed by the 
si fragists with the ballot. 

If however the women of England were to drop their violent 
methods and were to agitate along reasonable, and peaceful lines as 
the women of California agitated there is no question but that they 
would get what they want. There was no great enthus/93m in its 
favor among the men, no great enthusiasm even among the women as 
a rule, and it is a well known fact that the state administration re- 
fused to take a hand in the matter at all. Yet the few women who 
really wanted the ballot got it for themselves and all their sisters, 
and no one has offered the least obstacle to their voting as freely as 
they choose. If the women who accomplished their purpose so 
quietly in this state were to give some advice to their sisters across 
the Atlantic no doubt they could save much bloodshed, misery, and 
crime, and enable the English women to reach their goal very much 
sooner than they ever will by their present system. 


FREE TOLLS FOR. AMERICAN SHIPS. 


supinely granted by the American Congress, Richmond, as well as 
the other towns around the bay, will suffer. . 

The congressmen from this state are making the strongest fight 
possible to defeat the nefarious and humiliating seheme of the Presi- 
dent, and with the support they hope to get in the Senate the scheme 
may be defeated. But ‘what little aid we out here can give them 
should not be withheld. No doubt many persons in this section know 
congressmen from other districts, and if they do, they should write 
to them and ask them to vote against the free toll amendment, which 
the President, by the use of patronage, is trying to foree through 
the dictation of England. . 

Of course, if the President manages to carry his measure, it can 
be repealéd by subsequent congresses and a President more devoted 
to American than English interests. But Mr. Wilson, and especially 
his secretary, Mr. Bryan, have shown themselves curiously opposed 
to anything of interest to this coast, anl have used their enormous 
influence to do all they can to injure California, notwithstanding 
that this state has always been one of the most loyal in the Union 
to Bryan when he ran for the presidency. 

If American commerce is to be hampered by a heavy toll—and 
the English demand that even American warships shall pay toll for 
going through the canal, and Wilson favors that idea, too—then 
the business of this port and its neighbors will be far less than it 
should and will be under fair American conditions. This is, there- 
fore, a matter of the greatést moment to Richmond, and is a subject 
that should irterest all those who stand for the growth and devel- 
opment of this coast. 


A DAY OF REST. 


Regardless of our views on the subject of religion there is every 
reason why we should favor one day in seven as a day of rest, and 
since that day which is most generally observed is known as Sunday, 
that is preferably the day for the day of rest when ever it be pos- 
sible to select it. ; 

A day of rest does not mean a day spent in bed, or a day spent 
hanging around the house, or a saloon, or a store, or some other place 
simply loafing. A day of rest does mean that and no more undoubt- 
edly to a good many people, because strange as it may seem, there 
are thousands of people who do not know how to etiher amuse or 
enjoy themselves, but nevertheles a day of rest should be a day for 
people to meet their neighbors, to mix in the social life and of course 
the religious life of the community in which they live. There is no 
sight in the world that ought to please the spectator more than to see 
a man out with his family enjoying the air, and spending a few hours 
in a park or at some other innocent amusement. And if the man 
be a young man the sight is all the more pleasant and agreeable, be 
cause it shows that the father has started off well, and that the 
chances of his bringing up his children as they should be is good. 

One of the greatest mistakes that parents often make is to take 
no interest in their children’s amusements. They should on the 
contrary be as much as possible the companions of their children and 
especially should the day of rest be a day when parents and children 
enjoy their recreations together. ‘ 

It is perfectly possible to rest and yet be in action. To change 
our occupation rests us. If we use the same muscles and the same 
brain cells all the time we tire. But if we change the occupation so 
that our muscles and our thoughts are changed also then we rest. 
Thus playing ball rests the mechanic very often after a day’s work, 
because it changes alike the character of his physical exertions 
and his mental occupation. 

On Sunday then we can rest without loafing, and the day can be 
made one that all will look forward to with pleasure. It can be 
made the bright guiding star of the week’s work. It can mean one 
whole day of pleasure if we only learn how to rest. 


THE RATE IS TOO HIGH. 


The fare on the street car lines frm Oakland to Richmond is 
excessive and if no other way can be found to reduce it, the attention 
of the Railroad Commission should be called to the matter. There 
is hardly a doubt that upon the Snowing that this city can easily 
make the rate will be lowered thirty three and one-third per cent. 
at least. 

If the fare were ten cents it would be within the bounds of rea- 
son, though that rate is none too liberal, but to ask fifteen cents to 
travel ten miles is certainly getting all that the traffic will bear. 

The San Francisco street cars carry passengers from “the Ferry 
building to the Cliff House, not so much shorter distance, and a very 
much harder and heavier road to travel for a nickel, and while it is 
true no doubt that they carry more people than the Richmond lines, 


yet the difference is not sufficient to justify the triple rate which| 


prevails on this side of the Bay. The so called horseshoe route is 
not any shorter than the line to Richmond, but the fare is less, and in-

TUNNEL TANGLES 


(Continued from Page 1) 
eted right of way for ar extra $15,- 
000. . This ice what he wants for his 
oil well. 

This, as any one can see, means 
more trouble. In the first place the 
Santa Fe is on récord as opposed -to 
the municipal hole-going so close to 
its tunnel, for the reason that it will 
weaken the walls; secondly, any way 
you look ac it, it will take $15,000 
of the taxpayers money to buy the 
new right of way. 

Look at it in any light you Itke. 
If court proceedings start it will be 
months before the tunnel work can 
be started. Further, will the con- 
tract that the Shattuck- -Edinger com- 
pany holds be. good if the change in 
route is made, and why cannot the 
contracting firms claim that the 
change will make a difference in 
price, and that the plans and specifi- 
cations they Sgured on were for the: 


old job and not for the new one, and 
then demand that the ony. again call 
for bids. 

Then, what would the Shattuck- 
Edinger people do if their contract 
was taken away from them? They 
have been awarded the work, and 
mot certainly desire to keep it, as 
they have already put machinery 
they value at $148,000 on the job. 

As was to be expected, the ring 
is endeavoring to make light of the 
matter, and one organ endeavors to 
show how easy the whole affair is by 
publishing a letter to John Nicholl 
from his attorney, M. R. Jones. 

Read it over carefully. If it is 
not another of John Nicholl’s jokes 
slipped into print, we miss our guess. 
The joke becomes apparent when the 
clauses capitalized are weighed. 

Here’s the letter: 

“Martinez, Cal., Feb. 13, 1914. 
“John Nicholl .Company, Oakiand, 
California: 

“Gentlemen —If the Worswick 
Street Paving Company and its as- 
signs will ask you in writing to 
agree that in case they shall do all 
of the work required to be done 


under resolution of intention No. 105 | 


on all of the streets other than Ore- 
gon avenue and Buena Vista avenue. 
AND SHALL ALSO HAVE REPAID 
TO YOU ALL MONEYS WHICH 
MAY BECOME DUE TO YOU UN- 
DER YOUR GONTRACT WITH THE 
WORSWICK STREET PAVING 
COMPANY, AND SHALL HAVE IN 
EVERY WAY CARRIED OUT 
THEIR SAID CONTRACT WITH 
YOU EXCEPT AS TO THE PAVING 
OF SAID AVENUES, then and then 
only you will agree with them that 
you will sign a waiver which will 
release them, so far as you are con- 
cerned, from grading or paving Ore- 
gon avenue and Buena Vista avenue. 

“T should recommend that you en- 
ter into arn agreement along these 
lines. I would recommend that after 
all of the other streets are completed 
and you have received all of your 
benefits and rights under the con- 
tract except as to those two streets, 
you could afford, for the good of the 
city, to waive your right as to 
Buena Vista and Oregon avenues. 

“Yours very truly, 

“M. R. JONES.” 


The waiver, according to the 
above, would be signed AFTER ALL 
THE PAVING HAD BEEN FIN- 
ISHED EXCEPT OREGON AND 
BUENA VISTA, and also after the 
repayment of the $40,000 loan which 
John Nicholl made to the Worswick 
people. That would be, providing 
the thing was hurried along, prob- 
ably some time next winter—and in 
the meantime the tunnel can wait. 

Rumor has it that John Nicholl 
intends to sell his claim against the 
Worswick people to the city, and we 
get it from a reliable source that the 
council, or members of it, have ap- 
proached him on the subject. This 
would mean that $40,000 is to be 
given to Nicholl. WHERE IS THAT 
MONEY COMING FROM? 

City Attorney Hall, in an inter- 
view yesterday, contended that the 
word “‘let’’ in the Nicholl agreement 
means ‘‘signed,’’ and further that the 
contract was not “‘let’’ until Febru- 
ary 6th, the date when Mayor Lude- 
wig and City Clerk Faris put their 
signatures to the Shattuck-Edinger 
papers, ° 

The News, as usual, has looked 
into this matter carefully, for it is 
not our idea to wrong a single per- 
son. If the contract was “‘let’’ Feb- 
ruary 6th, the council would have 
unt! a similar date in April to make 
good. , . 

Here is a recent decision on the 
case obtained from a prominent local 
lawyer, who cites the case of Eppes 
vs. Railroad Co., 35 Alabama, 33, 35. 
This decision reads: 

“Letting the contract is the choos- 
ing from among the number of bid- 
ders, and the FORMAL making of 
the contract with him. The letting, 
or putfing out, is a different thing 
from the invitation to make propo- 
sals; the letting is subsequent to the 
invitation. It is the act of AWARD- 
ING the contract to the proposer, 
after the proposals have. been Te- 
ceived and considered.”’ 

Still another well founded rumor 
has it that the council will endeavor 
to take possession of Oregon avenue 
by force, and start the tunnel work 
at once. Such an attempt would un- 
doubtedly rush the whole tangle into 
the courts, there to remain for 


months. IN THE MEANTIME THE 
TUNNEL JOB IS TIED UR: 

Richmond’s tunnel troubles are 
getting to be a state-wide joke. The 
spectacle of a city paving a street 
and then deliberately tearing up the 
pavement again, is something that is 
not witnessed in a lifetime, so why 
shouldn’t it be interesting? 

While outsiders are laughing, 
how about the taxpayers of Rich- 
mond?. ft:is. pretty tough to even 
try to laugh when you see thousands 
of dollars being juggled about as * 
many rubber balls... ‘ 

Try as they are doing to atraightes 
out the difficulty, the facts are not to 
be denied. And in the nieantime the 
News intends to keep publishing the
